ALBERTA FIRST PLACE 


Dominion Government's Report on 
the Crops and Live Stock of Can- 
ada for April Gives Interesting 
Figures—Alberta Shows Better 
Than Any Other Part of Canada 
in Condition of Crops. 
Ottawa.—The bulletin of the census 

office recently issued makes the fol- 

lowing report on the crops and live 
stock of Canada; 

The seeding and growing season for 
the whole of Canada has opened late 
this year, and the month of April has 
been marked by hard frosts, but May 
has been favorable to the cultivation 
of the lands and the rainfall has been 
sufficient for healthy vegetation, — 

Fall wheat, which is grown chiefly 
in Ontario and Alberta showed an 
average condition of 82 per cent, at 
the end of April, being 89 per cent. in 
Alberta and 8L per cent, in Ontario, 

For the whole of Canada the area 
winter killed is reported to be 21 per 
cent., and the present condition of the 
growing crop is 82 per cent. About 
12; per cent. of the clover was heav- 
ed out by spring frosts, and the aver- 
age condition of hay and clover at the 
end of April was 89 per cent. 

Alberta shows better than any other 
part of Canada, its average being 947) 
per cent, Nova Scotia comes next 
with 92.55, and in Quebec, British Co- 
lumbia and Saskatchewan the condi- 
tion is over 90. In Ontario it is 86 
and in Manitoba & per cent. ; 

The percentage of the total seeding 
completed at the end of April was 
21.85 per cent. in Quebec, 44 in On- 
tario, 47 in Manitoba, 47.30 in Sas- 
katchewan, 66.81 in Alberta, and 76.90 
in British Columbia. Manitoba and 


Saskatchewan had 70 per cent, of the, 


proposed spring wheat sown at the 
end of April, and Alberta and British 
Columbia 80 per cent 

The Maritime provinces had scarce- 
ly made a beginning of seeding opera- 
tions at the end of April, and in Que- 
bee barely q:y-fourh of the spring 
wheat, oats and barley were sown, 
In Ontario 51 per cent. of the spring 
wheat was in the ground, 44 per cent. 
of oats and 42% per cent. of barley. 

The report on the condition of live 
stock is good for all the provinces, be- 
ing 95 for horses, 92.43 for milch cows, 
90.56 for other cattle, 93.32 for sheep, 
and 94.51 for swine. Alberta is below 
90 for horses; Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta for milch cows; 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia for other cattle, and 
Alberta and British Columbia for 
sheep, but generally the condition 
ranges about 90 per cent, 

Pure Bred Stock Coming West 

Toronto.—A car load of pure bred 
cattle will shortly be sent to the 
Western provinces from Ontario. — A. 
P. Westervelt, director of the live 
stock branch of the provincial de- 
partment of Agriculture expects to 
have received a Sufficient number of 
applications within a week or ten 
days to fill a car. 

Breeders in different parts of this 
province who have received orders 
from individual farmers scattered 
through the Western provinges made 
applications for reservations and when 
the department has a requested num- 
ber to fill a car the cattle are gather- 
ed and shipped from here with a man 
in charge. The purchasers share the 
cost of freight and the man’s wage. 


Census in Three Weeks 

Ottawa, Ont.—On June Ist the 
enumeration of census will commence, 
and ticular interest attaches to it 
by son of the talk of a general elee- 
tion and a redistribution of represen- 
tation previous to it. 

Archibald Blue, chief census officer, 
stated that all the arrangements for 
tuking the census are completed, “It 
will take about three weeks to do the 
enumerating,’ he said, ‘and after 
that schedules will have to be revised 
by the superintendents, Tabulation 
will begin about the second week in 
July. It will be done in two ways, 
hy ordinary counting and by the use 
of adding machines. We should know 
the population early in October, per- 
haps before that.”

Have to Import Beef Into Many 
Alberta Centres for First Time 
in Their History 
Medicine Hat.—The annual meeting 
of the Western Stock Grow-

G. Matthews referred to the cattle in- 
dustry as being but a shadow of the 
past, beef having to be imported into 
jmany Alberta centres for the first 
time in their hi tory. 
| A fair understanding of the state of 
affairs could be gathered «from the 
|fact that the stock inspector at Win- 
nipeg during the past year turned in 
the proceeds of only 177 stray cattle 
{as compared with 436 the previous 
year and 1,000 in 1909. The loss dur- 
ing the present winter, which was 
heavy in some parts of the west, was 
attributed to the lack of rainfall dur- 
ing the preceding summer, which ma- 


terially affected the growth of the 
grass.

TO KNOW EMPIRE WAR PLANS 


The Hom Government Will Take 
Overseas Representatives Into 
Its Confidence 


London.—The important announce- 
ment is made by the colonial office 
{that henceforth the colonial prime 
ministers are to be admitted to the 
meetings of the committee on national 
jdefence and are to be fully informed 
lof the most secret and vital matters 
relating to foreign relations and the 
war plans of the empire. 

This very striking and 
jeconcession to the standing of the col- 
Jotiies and dominions as co-partners 
jin the British empire has been made 
by the government at the direct. in- 
stance of Mr. Norton Griffiths, M.P., 
who in a v telling speech in par- 
-liament a few days ago urged upon 
{the government the absolute necessity 
of seeking the closest co-operation of 
the heads of the colonial governments 
in all matters of imperial moment if 
it was desired to maintain the su- 
premacy of the British race, “I ap- 
proach this question,” said Mr, Grif- 
\fiths, “as one who has lived and 
worked amongst those in the overseas 
dominions and I unhesitatingly af- 
firm that without their co-operation 
| you are not going to maintain British 
‘supremacy as it has been maintained 
in the past.” 

Interviewed on the subject recently 
Mr. Griffiths said: ‘Nobody can ques- 
tion for a moment the extraordinary 
{devotion and loyalty which exists in 
/our overseas dominions, but they have 
ja natural desire to have a hand in the 
discussion of foreign affairs, which af- 
fect every unit of the self-governing 
dominions and in my opinion it is the 
bounden duty of the home government 
to take them into its counsel and ask 
what their opinions are and what 
|their ideas are as to the best action 
to take on imperial questions. 

“If the home government would 
only extend to Britishers overseas a 
| whole-hearted welcome whenever they 
! express an opinion or offer advice on 
questions which affect the prosperity 
}of the British race, I am convinced 
that one and all would jump at the 
| opportunity.”

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Isa. v, |-12—Mem- 
ory Verse, 1I—Golden Text, Isa. v, 
22—Commentary Prepared by Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


Our lesson title, “Song of the Vine- 
yard,” must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, ‘A song of my be- 
loved touching his vineyard.” In 
Ezek, xv we learn that the only use of 
the vine is to bear fruit, and, failing 
in that, it is good for nothing. In 
John xv we dearn that fruitless 
branches are gathered by men and 
burned, like the salt which has no 
savor and is good for nothing but to 
be trodden underfoot of men (Matt. 
v. 13). 

Verse 7 of our lesson tells us that the 
house of Israel is the Lord’s vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
His pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
yielding only wild grapes, described in 
the sixfold woe of the chapter and in 
Hos, x. 1, as an empty vine bringing 
forth fruit unto himself. According 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, call things by their wrong 
names and sin. 

He brought them out of Egypt, cast 
out the nations before them and plant- 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and their only hope was 
in the man of His right hand, the son 
of man strong for God (Ps. Ixxx, 
8-19). According to our lesson, He 
had done everything for them that 
could be done for a vineyard, but as 
in the parable of Matt. xxi, 33-41, they 
beat and killed His servants and 
even the heir to the vineyard also, 
According to our lesson chapter, they 
regard not the work of the Lord nor 
consider he operation of His hands, 
but cast away the law of the Lord of 
hosts and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel (verses 12-24). 

His pitiful cry over them is always 
the same, whether through the proph- 
ets or through His Son. “I am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt. Open thy mouth 
wide and I will fill it, But My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israel would none of Me” (Ps. Ixxxi, 
10, 11). “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem * ® 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gath- 
ereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not” (Matt, xxiii, 37). 
Such unbelieving people who turn 
away from God and His word are said 
to be “drunken, but not with wine; 
they stagger, but not with strong 
drink” (Isa. xxix, 9). 

It is most interesting to note that in 
the chapter following our lesson chap- 
ter we have a vision of the earth filled 
with the glory of the Lord. Compare 
verses 11, 12 and 22 with chapter vi, 3. 
Better say contrast the drunkenness 
with the glory. Then note the same 
contrast in Hab, ii, 14, 15, and Eph. 
v, 18, and observe that at Pentecost 
spirit filled people were said to be full 
of new wine (Acts ii, 4-13). There is 
no remedy for self righteous, self 
pleasing, unbelieving people, but such 
a sight of Jesus Christ dying for their 
sins as will break their hard hearts 
and lead them to ery, ‘‘God, be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner.” One cannot do 
this for another, but He who said “I 
am the true vine” said also concern- 
ing the Holy Spirit, “He will convince 
of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment” (John xvi, 7, 8). 

If we have been redeemed by pre- 
cious blood and been caused to see 
something of the beauty of the Lord 
it is not for us to condemn other 
sinners nor think them hopeless, but 
so manifest is Jesus Christ to them by 
word and deed that the Spirit may, 
through us if He will, reveal Jesus 
Christ to them and lead them to Him. 
There is just one thing that the vine 
is for, and if we are real branches of 
the true vine He will bear the desired 
fruit that God may be glorified if we 
truly abide. 

That fruit may not be any great 
thing that will gain the admiration of 
people, but just a meek and quiet 
spirit, patient and long suffering, it 
may be, under great provocation or 
even cruelty, Think of the Lord’s pa- 
tience with Israel and with each of us 
and consider Him who endured lest 
ye be weary. Think of being strength- 
ened with all might, according to His 
glorious power, unto all patience and 
long suffering, with Novtai hia (Col. i, 
11). Remember that the fruit of the 
spirit of love, joy, peace, long suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, self control (Gal, v, 22, 23), and 
all that is opposed is from the ad- 
versary. 

By the word of God and the spirit of 
God we must first be saved and then 
by the same word and spirit abide 
and bear fruit, The question of verse 
4, “What could have been done mare 
to My vineyard that I have not done 
in it?” suggests the question for every 
sinner, drunken or sober, for all have 
sinned and all are guilty (Rom, iii, 
19), What more could the Lord do 
that He has not done for your salva- 
tion? Consider John iii, 16, and ans- 
wer as to what more is necessary. 

If you do not yield to such love and 
receive Him as your personal Saviour 
and then so abide that He may bear 
fruit through you and gather fruit 
from you it must be true of you that 
jyou are despising His word and dis- 
regarding His great work on your be- 
half and thus continuing under the 
wrath of God (John iii, 36).

Two Thousand BritiSh Immil- 
grants Arrive 


During the week, there arrived 


from the Hust, probably the] 
yreatest: number of immigrants 
to pass through here in any 
twenty - four hours within his- 
tory. The immigrants — are 


sritish, and have come to Alberta 
to farm inthe majority of cases, 
although there are a number of arti- 
sans and mechanics who intend, 
with their families, to locate in Cal- 
gary and other Western cities. 
When the last train load arrived, 
over two thousand immigrants had 
passed through, They will seatter 
to various parts of the province, 
according to the manner in which 
they were booked from the Old 
Country. Many women and child- 
ren were among the arrivals, and 
men, women and chililren alike are 
a hardy lot, and of the type likely 
to do well on the plains of Alberta. 
All of the new arrivals were hope- 
ful and optimistic, and although 
travel weary they expressed their 
determination in digging in and 
waking good in the new Jand_ of 
promise, 

Co- -operative System Applied to 

Farming 

J. L. Stephens, a St. Paul eapi- 
talist, passed through the city on 
Saturday en route home after hav: 
ing spent several weeks in the pro- 
vinee. As a result of his trip, Mr. 
Stephens organized the Alberta Co- 
operative Farming Company, a 
concern which has already acquired 
a tract of 3200 acres of tine land, 
situated fourteen miles north-west 
of Geeichen, — It is the intention of 
the company to engage an expert 
svientific farmer, into whose care 
will bo entrusted the Management 
yf the company’s large farm. 
Farming will be engaged in as a 
distinctly commercial enterprise, 
in which cost of equipment, of 
maintenance and incidental ex- 
penses will be figured as closely as 
in the conduct of a factory or other 
business house. 

No country in the world affords 
the same opportunity for profitable 
farming as that which is open to 
settlers in Alberta, according to Mr. 
Stephens. He believes that as great 
fortunes are to be made from work- 
ing the land itself as in speculating 
in the purchase and sale of farm 


paid for this class of property. 

“Ivis all a mere matter of busi- 
ness’? he ‘says, and Mr, Stephens 
predicts that within a few years 
practically every quarter or half- 
section worth having at ali will be 
profitably operated by skilled farm- 
ers. Many of these, as they have 
done in the past, will come to Al- 
berta from Minnesota and other 
middle west states, and it is only a 
matter of a very short time until 
the plains of Alberta will be thiekly 
populated with working farmers. |, 
and that much Jand wow held by 
speculators will be worked as_ it 
shoul l be worked, 

Under Mr. Stephen’s plan of 
farming, while there may be per- 
haps a score of owners, there is but 
one farm. ‘This big farm is to be 
operated by paid employees, aud if 
these are successful in tilling the 
suil, the company sells the produce 
and pays to each stoc tkholdera divi- | 
dend in) proportion to the amount | 
of stock held. Thus a bookkeeper 
or a clerk may also be a farmer, 
although he may never have seen a 
farm in his life. The success or 
failure of such a plan depends en- 
tiely upon the management. — It 
has been demonstrated repeated. 
ly that Alberta soil is without an 
equal in the world, and so all hing ss 
upon the manner in which the svil 
is worked.

Land Titles Reflect Real Estate 
Activity 

The increase in business trans- 
acted in real estate for the first four 
months of this year, as compared 
with the corresponding period for 
910, is shown by statistics of the 
number of documents — registered, 
and the fees received at the 
Land ‘Titles office. The total 
number of documents — register- 
ed) from January Ist to May 
Ist for this year is 13,817, as com- 
vared with 10,984 for the corre- 
sponding perlat! of last year, being 
an increase of 2533. For the first 
four manths of the year, the fees 
received at the Land Titles Office 
totailed $66,214.65, as compared 
with 849,275.60 in the saine period 
jlast year. ‘This is an increase of 


$16,939.05, or practically 20 per 
cent. 
Nothing could illustrate better 


the prosperity and widespread ex- 
pansion of Bow Valley than these 
figures. They illustrate a move- 
ment in local real estate that is 
perhaps without parallel in’ this 
city. The staff at the Land Tide's 
Oflice has been obiiged to work for 
several weeks at high tension, in 
order to cope with the work, and 
this is one of the busiest offices in 
Calgary at all hours of the day. 


Trees for the Million 

Along the right-of-way of the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway between 

Calgary and Winnipeg, the railway 
company has been setting out mil- 
lions of young trees, apparently to 
take the place of the present snow- 
guard fences, and during the present 
week large gangs of men are en- 
gaged on this work. 

‘The company has been very sue- 
cessful in this respect, as there does 
hot seem to be a dead tree at any 
point, vot excepting the highest 
and driest places in any of the three 
western provinces,

The result of these nature snow- 
guards is a permanent dem onstra- 
tion to farmers and settlers of what 
proper soil cultivation will do for 
lany district, and proves that trecs

The railway company is certainly 
to be congratulated on having taken 
up this line of work, as it will have

BREAKING THE ICE. 
Clearing the St. Lawrence Is an Im- 
portant Work for Canada. 

On Feb, 15th, the steamers Lady 
Grey and Montcalm began work 
breaking up the ice at Portneuf, and 
on March 29th, the Montcalm tied 
up at the Government pier at Sorel, 


leaving behind a clear channel fot 
eighty-five miles to Quebec, in no 
place less than 1,200 feet wide. For 
the great part of this distance clear 
hard ice some 24 to 30 inches thick 
was encountered. Good time was 
made breaking through ice of this 
character, one strip making a record 
of 41-4 miles in a day. The best day 
for the two ships working together 
was 61-2 miles. The operation of 
breaking the channel through of this 
character is as fascinating to watch 
as it is simple in its method. One 
ship backs away from the ice for a | 
few lengths and then steams Hat 
hour, | 

ice with a grinding, | 
sound and ploughs her 
way into it for a couple of hundred | 
feet, until the momentum of the 
heavy steel hull is overcome and she

Engines are now 
reversed, and, while she is backing 
the other steamer is coming 
alongside for another blow at the ice. 


But all the ice is 
not so easily broken down, and it is 
when ridges of ice 8, 10, or even 15 feet 
thick are encountered that the work 
more difficult. Many of 
these ridges which are formed by 
the ice piling one layer over another | 
until great thickness is the result, | 
were found. And most difficult of all | 
are the large masses of frazil ice | 
which were found at Portneuf, and | 
other points of the river. In such} 
places, under the top layer of clear 
ice, were many feet of this ice, which | 
is really very small particles of ice 
held in suspension. The depth of this 
is almost incredible, anywhere from! 


a few feet to eighty or ninety feet. | 


| At Portneuf the steamers cut away «| 


large field of this and found it was| 
resting on the bottom where the chart | 
showed soundings of 62 to 80 feet. In| 
fact, soundings taken at the time gave | 
a depth of 75 to 80 feet. As this ice | 


| is very heavy and packs like so much | 


wet snow, one may imagine how hard 
it is to break it up. ‘Lhe ships can| 
not ram into it but have to work 
little by little shaving it away from 
the edge of the mass. Once or twice 
they became stuck, and it was a mat- 
tir of hours before they were able to 
back out from the grip of this heavy 
ice. 

It is four years since this work 
was first undertuken, and since its 
inception, it has been under the di- 
rect supervision of Mr. N. B. McLean, 
C. E., who has tackled the problem 
with a vigor and intelligence that 
has assured its success from the first.

GIROUARD’S RECREATIONS, 


Late Judge Was Deeply Interested in 
Annals of Quebec Parishes. 

The late Mr. Justice Girouard, in 
addition to being a jurist of high dis- 
tinction, was a literary man of con- 
siderable attainment. " After retiring 
from politics his chief recreation was 
the study and compilation of the an- 
nals of those Lake St. Louis parishes 
among which his family had their 
rise, and to which he himself re- 
turned to make his summer home at 
“Quatre Vents” in Dorval. The 
volume “Lake St. Louis,” is one of 
the most fascinating in the whole 
tealm of Canadiana. The English 
edition, sumptuously 
lustrated, was published by the 
author as a memorial to his son, De- 
sire H. Girouard, a young man of the 
utmost promise, who died shortly 


after completing the translation of | 


the father’s Freneh version. It is, 
says a Montreal writer, rather a col- 
lection of pamphlets than a syste- 
matic work of history, for the labors 
of the Bench did not allow the emin- 
ent justice to become also a histor- 
ian. In its preparation he ransacked 
th archives of the Dominion Gov- 
fmment and personally inspected 
every building and landmark of im- 
ertance on the western half of the 
sland of Montreal which bore evi- 
@e:ce of having survived from 
s@ neer times, and, moreover, he had 
@septional facilities of access to the 
eeords of the ecclesiastical founda- 
fen. He may be said to have aug- 
tm'nted the work of Parkman. 

If the death of his son Desire was 
a profound disappointment to the 
father who had justifiably cherished 
the highest hopes of a great career 
fer him, the brilliant success of his 
other son, Edouard (now Sir 
Edouard Percy Cranwell Girouard) 
crowned his later years with com- 
plete happiness. Edouard had all 
the family adventurousness, and the 
Dominion of Canada did not seem a 
large enough field for his ambitions 
when the Imperial British service 
called him. His name is now a 
household word in all parts of the 
Empire, and he is probably the most 
widely-known of French-Camadians, 
with the sole exception of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. Up to the very end the re- 
lation of father and son was of the 
most intimate and beautiful kind. 
Though their field lay far apart, and 
they seldom met, they kept up an ex- 
ceedingly detailed and regular corre- 
spondence.

TOWNS MADE TO ORDER. 


| The Canadian West Is Now Engaged 


In a Serious Jo». 

A hundred and seventy new towns 
are to go up along the railway lines 
of Western Canada this year. The 

robability is that these towns will 
look as much alike as peas in a pod 

row when they 
begin. They are made to order. 
In a majority of cases there is no 


| particular reason why a certain West 
} ern town should be built, except that 


it’s ten miles to the next; and ten 
miles between towns along a Western 
tailroad ‘s supposed to be far enough 
So every ten miles along the new lines 
the three transcontinentals the 
traveler sees a town; a water tank and 
a red elevator; a big hotel at the 
fruent-door corner, a Wi barn, a 
lumber yard, an implement yard, fire 
hall, town hall, and a church, 

The entire civic scheme is planned 
in a single summer, There is no time 
for mere growth, which comes when 
the new buildings begin to settle down 
and the streets begin to pack. Then 
bye-and-bye one town boosts another 
by knocking it, when there’s really 
little or no difference between one and 
another, except in the people that 
make the town. 

But if people are to make a town, 

hey should see to it early in the 
tace of town-building that the town 
gets some character more than it ever 
gets from a red elevator. They will 
need to look after such points as arch- 
itecture, the width of streets, and the 
laying out of parks. 

It is but natural that in the race to 
prosperity these towns should give 
es. heed than they otherwise would 
to points that make an attractive 
town. Growth is the keynote, and so, 
unless care is exercised, they are 
likely to run into difficulties which 
will be somewhat like those of the 
slower-grown cities of Eastern Canada, 
cuuld the men behind the Western 
towns realize how great a problem 
Toronto is f.cing in the oft-proposed 
widening of Yonge street, and what 
great ditliculties many cities are hav- 
ing t.rough not making provision ear- 
ly for enough park space, the Western- 
er. would naira strive hard to pre- 
vent repeating in their cities the 
problems facing the cities of Eastern 
Canada.—Canadian Courier.

IT HAS A RACE OF PRESS WRIT- 
ERS ALL ITS OWN. 


Clement Dansereau, Dean of French- 
Canadian Newspapermen, Is a Man 
Little Known In the Western Part 
of the Country But an Important 
Figure In the Life of the Lower 
Province. ‘ 


That Canada possesses two distinct 
racial stocks and two languages is 
nowhere better exemplified than in 
journalism, Those Canadians who 
speak English and read English news- 
papers do not probably realize that in 
Quebec there is an active press whos» 
tradition descend from Paris and the 
French reviews instead of from the 
spectator down through The London 
Times. 

Yet in the French centres, man- 
ning some of the Biggest dailies in 
the Dominion are a corps of French

news-getters and French leader writ 
ers penning the slashing editorial« 
for which the Gallic journalists ar: 
famous and taking their literary stan- 
dards from authors whom we Anglo- 
Saxons know only by name. For in- 
stance, how m4ny readers of the Eng- 
lish press know of Clement Danse- 
reau? 

Clement Arthur Dansereau, the 
Dean of French-Canadian journalism, 
was born at Contrecoeur, in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, in 1844. He was edu- 
cated at the Vercheres Seminary and 
L’Assomption College. He studied 
law in the office of the late Mr, Jus- 
tice Girouard, but, though qualifying 
for the professioned, he never prac- 
ticed it. In 1873 he began his journal- 
istic career, making his debut as an 
editorial writ.r on the staff of ‘La 
Minerve.” In 1880 he joined “La 
Presse,” with which he has been con- 
nected ever since, except from 1891 
to 1899, when he held the office of 
postmaster of Montreal. 


Absent Voting !n Australia. 

Consul-General John P. Bray of 
Sydney, Australia, has sent out a 
complete collection of the election 
laws and regulations of the Austra- 
lian Commonwealth. 

It is interesting to note the provi 
sions which these laws make for what 
is known as absent voting. The Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth, like the Unit 
ed States, is divided into states, with 
election sub-districts. By one method 
for absent voting the elector is per- 
mitted to cast his ballot at any poll- 
ing place within the state or district 
for which he is registered on making 
a simple declaration that his name 
is enrolled on the records of one of 
the polling places within that’ state 
or district, 

The second method of absent voting 
is by mail. An elector who has rea 
son to believe that during the polling 
hours of an impending election day he 
will not be neurer than five miles to 
the polling place at which he 
istered, on application may rec: 
pasts! vote certificate and a postal 

allot paper. With these he may, at 
any time on election day, present him- 
self before any Government officer or 
employe at any place in the Common- 
wealth and in his presence mark the 
ballot. He will then deliver the mark- 
ed ballot to the Government officer or 
employe, having first put it in a seal- 
ed envelope, and the latter will mail 
it to the electoral officials of the dis- 
trict for which the voter is enrolled. 
The ballot so sent will be counted 
when received by the electoral offi- 
cials in the same manner as if it had 
been regularly aud personally cast at 
t... polling place. 


Puzzling Inscriptions. 

One of the great curiosities of Chil- 
lingham is the toudstone in a cavity 
in which a live toad was found to be 
immured through the axe used in 
hewing it coming out covered with 
blood. The stone, long used as ao 
mantelpiece, was lost sight of for 
many years, but finally rediscovered 
In a room on the ground flow a 
nicture of the toad, with fre ad 
ittle animals dancing triuinnyently 
around it, and two Latin inscriptions 
upon the toadstone. Antiquarians 
have long puzzled over these inecrip- 
tions, which to the ordinary classical 
scholar are quite meaningless. Lord 
Ravensworth, however, succeeded in 
achieving a translation satisfactory to 
himself, if not to all of his brother 
antiquaries,

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HOUSEKEEPING AT 99 YEAs. 


Remarkable Old Irist: Couple Live In 
Neepawa, Man. 


Nearly a hundred years old, blind 
and nearly deaf, yet able to do all 
the housework for her husband and 
herself, including the baking—such is 
the record of one who, if not the old- 
est woman in Canada or the United 
States, is certainly the oldest woman 
able to do such work under such cir. 
cumstances, says George R. Belton 
in The Courier. The baking part of 
her work the writer can testify to, for 
when he called the old lady had her 
hands in the dough, and before he 
left she had placed it under the stove 
to “raise” as some of us have seen our 
grandmothers do. That she was blind 
was easil; proven by a simple test; 
her eyes ‘also show in the photo 
taken, and she is so deaf that 
she is not aware that a stranger was 
in the room till her husband told her, 
then by sitting close and speaking 
loudly she was made to hear, and her 
talk was one of unusual interest, even 
fo such circumstances as those nar- 
rated. 

Mrs. William Grimsby of Neepawa, 
Manitoba, is in her 99th year; her 
husband is ten years younger; togeth- 
er they form a pair that would arouse 
the interest of any visitor, Like many 
of the old people for whom Canada 
is noted, they are Irish. 

Mr. Grimsby was born in Ireland 89 
years agu this suinmer; he crossed the 
ocean at twelve with an aunt who 
died on the trip, and he arrived in 
Canada «i! ne, tinding a brother and 
ther relatives near Kingston, Ont 
After reaching manhood he was a 
sailor for (itteen years, both on the 
Great Lakes und ocean-going vessels 
from Quebec. Meeting Sarah Jane 
Gallagher he married her and settled 
down on a farm near Perth, Ont., 
given her by her brother, and there 
they lived for over thirty years. When 
ver seventy he left for Manitoba and 
settled as a pioneer near Estevan, 
but, after three years removed to an 
sther furm near Neepawa, successful 
ly operating it for twelve years. Last 
sugust he buil. a small house in Nee 
pawa town and retired—but now has 
bought tne house-moving outfit ot 
the place, and intends to enter that 
arduous line of work next season, 

To talk to Mrs. Grimsby seems al 
1. st weird. She was born before the 
battle of Waterlou; eame to Canada 
as a child—ard here the reader wi!) 
pardon a rather personal touch in this 
narrative, fur sie casually mentioned 
that her first teacher in Canada was 
Charles Norris Manly, and she was de- 
lighted to hear that this man was the 
great-grendfuther of her interviewer 
She further guve good evidence that 
her age was authentic, for she said 
that John Gra: ge Manly, son of Chas 
Manly, was teacher in the school at 
“Oliver's Ferry,” as she called 
Smith’s Falls, und was a 
younger than she was. By ooking up 
family records it was found that Rev. 
John Grange Manly died in Toronto 
two years ugo at the age of ninety- 
five: Apparently there were many 
long-lived people amongst the settlers 
near Perth, fur in Bowland’s ceme- 
tery, where the Bellamy Road forks 
toward Almonte, is buried Charles 
Norris Manly, aged ninety-nine, and 
near his grave may also be noted 
“John Rath, age ninety-seven,” 
“Mrs. James Smith, aged one hun- 
dred years and three months,” “John 
Marshall, aged one hundred and three 


years,” and ‘Mrs. John Marshall, 
aged ninety-eight.” 
Mrs. Grimsby, though blind and 


deaf, has all mental faculties as bright 
as ever, and seems likely to live tar 
beyond the century mark. As a 
proof of her physical condition—she 
fell two years ago and broke her 
arm, and, though it was considered 
impossible at her age, the bone knit 
and joined perfectly; after three 
months in a plaster cast it come out 
healed and fit for use, though ‘‘weak- 
er than the other arm for a heavy 
lift,’ she says. She has borne two 
children, Mrs. Thomas Jenkins, ot 
Selkirk, and Mrs. Robert Beal, ot 
Neepawa, and though she married 
somewhat late in lif? these daughters 
are themselves middle-aged women 
now. Whether it be true or not that 
the race is growing weaker, as some 
affirm, it is certainly true that few of 
of \..e present generation will see such 
a hearty old age as these two old 
people enjoy—ard none will do their 
own housework at such an age as 
Mrs. Grimsby does. 


Menace of the Salmon. 


--at there is one danger that threat- 
ens the sulmon fishing industry of 
British Columbia, the same danger 
that threatens always when game or 
fish are too easily taken, and that is, 
that with so many clever devices for 
capturing the salmon before they 
en‘er the rivers, mot enough may 
reach the spawning grounds to keep 
up the supply. Restrictive legislation 
has been attempted, but has not prov: 
en very successful. To lessen the 
danger the Canadian authorities have 
established several fish hutcheries. 
The first was built at Bon Accord on 
the Fraser River in 1884, and since 
then nine others have been establish- 
ed, and the Dominion Fisheries Com- 
mission hus recommended the estab- 
lishment of several more. 

Tt would seem that it would not 
be necessary for a large number of 
fish to reach the spawnirg grounds, 
for it is estimated that each female 
salmon Cc posits not less than 35,000 
eggs, so that, if all were hatched, and 
came to maturity, no river would be 
large enough to hold them. But it is 
likely that not more than four per 
eent, are even hatched, and of these 
a large number come to grief before 
their four years of life are over, and 
they return to perform their fune- 
tion in the perpetuation of the race.
